Washington—Members of congress 


are astir over the accusations made 
against two representatives charged 
with smuggling intoxicants into the 
United States. It brings the prohibi 
tion law closer to the official group 
than it 
ever has been. And it has 


forced members who are quoted pub 
licly to say that the law must be en 
forced equally against officials and 
private citizens. 


But it is an open secret that If the 


department of justice had been con 
suited in the first 
inst'ance 
then

than it is using the Jones-Stalker law

This is within the right c 
the government under the new law 
but it is not the policy. One reason 
is that the government considers i 
too expensive at the moment to en 
gage in wholesale arrests and there 
fore it isn't fair to arrest a few and 
not all. But tho main reason is tha' 
the government considers it far-more 
important at the moment to use its 
funds and power to catch those who 
are part of the organized liquor traf 
fie, tho bootleggers and those high 
er up who control the trade. 


WOULD- DODGE CHARGES 


If therefore, the law isn't being 


enforced against private citizens who 
carry a few bottles for their person 
al use, it Isn't likely to be appliec 
against members of congress. Bu' 
since United States Atorney Tuttle 
in New York has started something 
it is not discreet for the department 
here to squelch the proceedings. New 
York is a wet center and the eyes ol 
the country now are on the two in 
cidents in which congressmen are 
supposed to have participated. It is 
unlikely the prosecutions 
will bo 


dropped, but it would not be surpris- 
ing to see an argument made on the 
inviolability of congressional mem- 
bership while traveling. Such priv< 
ileges are given to foreign diplomats 
only at present.

snatched up a pistol dropped by her 
husband and leveled it at him. Her 
son, Gerald, he said was behind him 
although he did not notice the boj 
at the time. The deputy said he was 
backing 
toward 
the 
door 
and 


stumbled, and from then on things 
vrere not clear to him. 


He said someone shot him through 


the leg and he thought the woman 
had fired until the boy ran from 
behind him with a pistol, shouting 
"mama, I got him, I got him." Smith 
said that his gun was dischargee 
from the hip about this time and 
he fell and remembered 
nothing 


more until he found himself in a hos- 
pital.

Ho said he did not see Johnson go 
into the DeKing home, although he 
admitted in the affidavit he had said 
that he himself entered the home. He 
said he did not knov Mrs. DeKing 
and when asked to point out 
her 


husband finally picked Stafford, the 
garage man, as DeKing. This was 
made a part of the rccor:*.

the habit of making out affidavits 
when someone else bought the li- 
quor, and Fairchild replied In the 
negative, clthough he svld

A stage of 19.5 feet was re- 
corded on tho Quincy, 111., gauge and 
government forecasters predicted the 
•water would go over the 20 feet mark 
by Tuesday night. 


AT DANGER POINT 


Much apprehension was apparent 


along the lowlands, where the resi- 
dents had just completed a long siege 
with spring flood waters. The levees, 
weakened by the pressure of more 
than a week of the highest water 
in 25 years, were considered in -bad 
shape to withstand another rise. 


The Fabius river was out of its 


banks and threatened drainage dis- 
tricts near Mark, Mo. The Lima lake 
district, north of Quincy, was in dan 
ger from high waters of Bear creek. 
Water covered the tracks of the Bur- 
lington railroad between Canton, Mo. 
and Keokuk, Iowa, but trains were 
still running early Tuesday. 


High winds lashed the

Collections this year, it was an- 


nounced, already have reached $595.- 
000,000, indications are that by the 
end of tho fiscal year, June 30, tht 
total will be the largest since 1921. 
And the official estimate of the prob- 
able treasury 
surplus 
has been 


raised from $26,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000. 


Furthermore, it was disclosed, in- 


dividual Income tax returns have In- 
creased to such an extent that, for 
the first time, they exceed corpora- 
tion tax collections, which came up

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AN INTERNATIONAL LOSS 
America now and then has outstand- 


ing1 diplomatists. The World war de- 
veloped a 'number of importance, and 
before that we have had from time to 
time as able representatives in foreign 
capitals as other nations constantly 
have, principally in London, Berlin and 
Tokio. The death of Myron T. Hcrrick, 
described as America's most popular 
envoy to France since 
Benjamin 


Franklin, removes a really great diplo- 
mat. 


Mr. Herrick's chief political experi- 


ence before he went to Paris, first 
when Taft was president and second 
under Harding, was as governor of 
Ohio. He had been offered 
foreign 


posts but had refused them, together 
with' the treasury portfolio at Wash- 
ington. He was, therefore, untrained in 
diplomacy, but he did a great work in 
France, which 
helped more 
than 


Americans realize to bridge over diffi- 
culties between that country and the 
United States growing out of the war 
and to ameliorate debt settlement 
hostility toward us. 


The chief business of an ambassador 


is to strengthen good will and under- 
standing between the country he rep- 
resents and the nation to which he is 
accredited. It is a heavy responsibility 
and one requiring great poise, 
tact, 


judgment and substantial 
qualities. 


Diplomatic service is generally regard- 
ed -as one o£ the weakest phases of our 
government, for the simple reason that 
we do not train men for this profession 
and that many of the appointments are 
merely political awards. 


Ambassadors like Herrick, Walter 


Hines Page, Mr. Morrow and others 
that might be mentioned, are conspic- 
uous exceptions to the rule of political 
reward. 
Mr. Herrick's service -takes 


rank with the best that America has 
had in the foreign field. His death is 
more than a national loss; it is inter- 
national. 


SAFE CRITICISM 
*Taking his farewell 
of 
England, 


Ambassador Houghton said some sen-, 
sible things about mutual criticism of 
the two great 
English-speaking na- 


tions. To be sure, there are many per- 
sons in each country who dislike the 
other, and who do not hesitate to say 
so. But what of it? "The Avorld has be- 
come astonishingly safe 
for loose 


talk," he remarks. "It is one of the lux- 
uries of security."- 


Honest differenced of opinion may be 


taken for granted. 
So may blathcr- 


skites. It would be strange if, among 
all the free millions of Great Britain 


•x 


and America, there Avere not a rather 
steady fire of distrust and criticism on 
both sides. But Britons and Americans 
of sound judgment do not take such 
comment very seriously. They know 
that most of the people of each coun- 
try respect and admire the other, and 
realize the value of working together. 


COST OF GAMBLING 


The average of "call loan" money in 


New York during the month of March 
was over 8 per cent, more than twice 
as much as it was two years ago in a 
normal month. It was, too, about twice 
as much as the dividends accruing 
from tfte average stock dealt in, at cur- 
rent prices. During one hectic week 
the loan rate for stock gambling money 
averaged 15 per cent. 
This was on 


more than. $5,000,000,000. Wall street 
statisticians estimated the daily inter- 
est charges paid by the stock operators 
at $2,281,150. 


That is a good deal more than the 


sum Germany is paying her allied cred- 
itors for war reparations, and com- 
plaining that she can no longer afford 
to pay. Americans, however, seem able 
to afford anything they want. And just 


• - now they want, more than anything 


, to gamble. 


FIREWORKS ABOLISHED 


All types of fireworks were abol- 


ished in Michigan when Gov. Green 
&igned a bill forbidding the iuic or use 
of fireworks containing combustible or 
explosive powders. This, to our mind, 
is a piece of progressive legislation 
that even so progressive a state as 
Wisconsin might take pride in. The 
toll of life^and limb taken by fireworks 
throughout the country is a national 
reproach. 
It is of far greater con- 


cern than the patriotic spirit fire- 
works are 
supposed to 
promote. 


In fact, the indiscriminate use of 
explosives by individuals has come 
to lose all 
significance of indepen- 


dence observance. 
Rising genera- 


tions do not know what it is about. It 
f? nicrelv nn occasion <ri wake noise 
and merry, serving no good purpose, 
but causing much disturbance and an- 
noyance and invariably serious acci- 
dents. 


The whole 
procedure 
is without 


rh^me or reason and in its larger 
aspect is purely a commercial enter- 
prise. Other slates 
will undoubtedly 


follow 
Michigan's example, for the 


time surely cannot be far away when 
all will 
unite in putting an end 


to this foolish and costly custom. Res- 
ervations may be made for municipal 
or other celebrations conducted under 
strict police regulation. The time has 
long since passed when it is either 
seemly or patriotic to go into hysterics 
in the 
commemoration 
of Indepen- 


dence day. The right appreciation of 
•American freedom can be shown in 
more meaningful ways and in the ob- 
servance of a safe and sane Fourth of 
July. 


A NEW SPECULATIVE POWER 
There is a new factor in the invest- 


ment ' game which helps to explain 
some market gyrations which other- 
wise would be inexplicable. This is the 
institution 
known 
as "investment 


trust," using its stockholders' money 
to operate in the investment market. 
Many of these companies have been or- 
ganized in the past year. 
Recently, 


news accounts indicate, such 
trusts 


have been "selling out at the top of the 
market at handsome profits and lend- 
ing their money at call." Then when 
the market fell, they have called in 
their loans and used the money to buy 
stocks at bargain prices. 


This is legitimate. The point is that 


it shows a new and powerful influence 
at work, whose effect'in any given sit- 
uation may be hard to* calculate. 
It 


complicates the investment game, al- 
ready very complicated. Some critics 
see in it potential peril. The New York 
Evening Post says: "Several times in 
recent months economists have pointed 
out that investment trusts were build- 
ing up a terrific financial power which 
would be able to swing stock markets: 
It is generally believed that yesterday's 
experience (a tremendous collapse and 
rebound of stock prices) was the first 
taste of just how much power the in- 
vestment trusts have.'' 


OWNING A HOME 


Ownership of a home is a highly de- 


sirable thing. Countless thousands of 
Americans have felt that they could 
not begin to feel really contented until 
they were living in a place of their 


own. 


In planning on a home of your own, 


however, it might be well to pay a 
little heed to a bit of advice just issued 
by the National Lumber 
Manufac- 


turers' Association. Emphasizing the 
importance of using- good material in 
building a house, the association points 
out that contentment is hard to attain 
in a house where the roof leaks, floors 
creak, plaster crumbles and cracks on 
walls and ceiling, windows stick and 
refuse to open and doors fit so poorly 
that there are always draughts of cold 
air in the living quarters. 


Those arc the things one gets in a 


shoddily constructed house. When you 
plan a home, make sure that the ma- 
terials used arc of the best. Trying to 
save money in that matter is 
false

Today's Anniversary 


THE FIRST U. S. MINT 


Today is the anniversary of the creation by 


Congress of the first United States mint. 


This act, passed April 2, 1792, followed closely 


the suggestions which bad been made by Alexan- 
der Hamilton. His plan was to utilize both gold 
and silver as monetary standards. Ho recom- 
mended that the ratio between the two be 1 to 
13—a proportion based on the bullion values of 
the time. Ho favored coinage of $10 and $1 gold 
pieces; $1 and 10-ccnt silver pieces,~and 1 cent 
and V- cent coppers. 


When the mint act was passed, however, no 


provision was made for a gold dollar. Because of 
this omission, silver coinage advocates later in- 
sisted that the original unit of value was the sil- 
ver dollar. It is usually held now that the word 
"unit," as used in the mint act, applies to num- 
bers and not to value. 


Incidentally, the phrase "In God We Trust" 


did not appear on U. S. coins until 1S66. Then, 
at the suggestion of a former governor of Penn- 
sylvania. James Pollock, this familiar motto was 
adopted by Congress.

In Kitchen

Every woman who buys and hand- 


lea food should realize the Importance 
of sanitary food protection and the 
danger of health risks through food 
contamination. She may not be able 
ta ~crscn"H;' s«r»Tv}«e all the opera- 
tions In her household before the 
food reaches the table but she can 
Insist on certain methods of doing 
things as well as specific precautions 
regarding foods which will protect 
her family- against those 
diseases 


which are known to be transmitted 
through the careless hdndling of food 
and utensils used in its preparation. 


It seems to be an accepted procei 


dure these days that any person suf- 
fering from a cold shall isolate him- 
self from his fellow workers, but too 
little attention is paid to this measure 
in the home kitchen. Of course It's 
often Impossible for the woman who 
does her own work and has "just a 
cold* to keep out of the kitchen, but 
if she will take the precaution of 
covering her nose and mouth with 
reveral thicknesses of cheesecloth. 
mask-fashion, while she's baking and 
cooking, she will do much to protect 
her family. The silver and dishes us- 
ed by any member of a family who 
had a cold should be covered with 
boiling water and allowed to stand 
five minutes before washing with the 
rest of the dishes. This is particular- 
ly true of the service which comes in 
contact with the person's mouth. 
A well-ventilated kitchen with a sun- 


. ny exposure sometime during- the 
day is essential. Dark corners "and 
little "jogs" are ideal 'dust-catchers 
and hard to keep clean. Plenty of 
sunlight and fresh- air are necessary 
in the kitchen as much as In any oth- 
er room in, the house. Food prepared 
in a dark dusty kitchen can't be at 
its best. 


The refrigerator in which food is 


stored must of course receive careful 
and .frequent cleaning. Milk, cream 
and butter usually have a special 
place provided for them in many re- 
frigerators, but they should be kept 
covered in any event. Left-over foods 
should be cooled as rapidly as possible 
before putting into the ice-box. 


Dishes and glassware should be 


washed in sudsy water as hot as the 
dishwater can stand and rinsed in 
scalding water. Glassware will stand 
very hot water if it is placed flat in 
.a pan and hot water poured into 
the pan but not on the glass until 
the glass is covered. An excellent 
way to rinse the silver is put it from 
washing into a colander placed in a 
lareg .pan. Pour boiling water over 
silver,-;'3L.ift colander from pan 
anil 


polish on a clean towel. The, silver 
will dry as soon as lefted from the 
water but will look blurry if It isn't 
wiped.

All fruits and vegetables that are 


to be served raw should be thorough- 
ly washed through many clean wa- 
ters. The'ideal way to wash leaf veg- 
etables is under running water with 
the leaf held at a sharp angle. 


Meat should be removed at once 


from t the wrapping paper when it 
comes from the market and immedi- 
ately placed in the ice-box. Keep In 
mind that chopped meat does not keep 
wefl, so hamburg steak and 
fresh 


saufeage should be used as soon as 
purchased. 


Eggs should be washed when pur- 


chased if there is any trace of dirt on 
the shell. Kgg shells are porous and 
should be clean.

EATING DRIED 
FRUITS FOR THE 
SAKE OF HEALTH

Just at thia season of the year 


there seems to be a scarcity 
of 


fresh fruits. Applies have lost their 
flavor and grape fruit and oranges 
are on the decline. 


But the 
fruit 
habit 
must be 


kept up, so now la the 
time to 


take advantage of the dried fruits 
until the fresh fruits aagin become 
abundant. 


Research 
workers tell us that 


dried purnes and flgs vie with cit- 
rous fru!!s !n h?a!th?n! j>rop»rt!«*«, 
offering an excellent supply of iron 
and calcium. Dates furnish 
iron 


and lime and their sugar is easily 
digested. 


During the 
drying 
process of 


these fruits their 
water 
content 
haj of course been destroyed. Tills 
is repleaced by extensive, soaking 
in water. 


AH dried fruits should be wash- 


ed very 
thoroughly before 
using. 


A complette scrubbing between- the 
hands and washing 
through sev- 


eral waters is most essential.

Is Second Helen KeHer 


Spartanburg, S- C. —W>— "A sec- 


bdn Helen Keller" is Miss Ruby Mil- 
ler, 20, student at the South Carolina 
State Institute for the Deaf and 
Blind. 


Miss Miller, daughter of Mr. and 


Mrs. C. E. Miller of Columbia, was 
left totally blind, deaf and dumb 
at 3 years of age by an attack of 
meningitis and for nearly 
years 


following remained in a state of un- 
derdevtlopment. 


She now can speak plainly, knit, 


do basket work, bead work, plain 
sewing: cook, read and play the pi- 
on; and has a speaking knowledge 
of Latin and French, both vocally 
and by the sign language. She is 
finishing the regular high school 
course for the blind and is nearly 
ready to enter college. 


The girl Is unable to hear any 


sound, yet by training sh has learn- 
ed to use her vocal cords In intel- 
ligible speech. Although she can- 
not hear the pitch of her words, they 
have remarkable inflection and ex- 
pression. She "hears" by a sense of 
touch ip which she can tell by vi- 
bration the words that others speak 
to her. 


To do this she places the fingers 


of one hand vertically across the 
speaker's lips and her thumb be- 
neath his chin. As the vibrations are 
recorded 
on, her sensitive lingers, 


the meaning is quickly transmitted 
to her brain and she repeats the 
words after the speaker to show 
that she has understood correctly: 
then she immediately gives, orally, a 
responsive answer. ' 


• From the time Miss Miller was 3 
years old until 
she 
entered 
the 


school for the deaf and blind when 
she was about 7 years old, nothing 
had entered her mind. During her 
first year at school her case seemed

Is ruining his 


c:ame, all that Is necessary is for a 
fellow to take a slant at hlf play. 


"Old 
man," he will say. "your feet 


arc too far apart." Oh, "you are car- 
rying jour up-swing too full." Some- 
thing like that. So tho error la cor- 


rected and the man's same returns 
to him. 


Whereas on the other side, accord- 


Ing to our EngllStt onserver, no two 
methods are alike. 
Every man has 


his own idea and it may be good and 
it may be bad, but the fact remains 
that when things are going wrong 
no ono can straighten him out. He 
has to attend to this himself and not 
infrequently he never docs succeed 
in getting his game adjusted. 


American golfers may be robots 


but tho British are individualists to 
the point of absurdity. For after all, 
as "A. A." points out, if golf is sci- 
entific, as, of course, it is, there must 
bo a prevailing method best calcu- 
lated to bring results, and while the 
Americans may not have advanced 
to complete solution 
they have in 


their uniformity, he feels, progress- 
ed much farther than the British.

Oakland building 
trades worker and enthusiast on the 
subject of birth control. Rave, whose 
enthusiasm in this cause, as a solu- 
tion of the labor problem and other 
social ills has made him a sort of 
legal ward of the Union, is iu trou- 
ble again and it appears very likely 
for the first time that he might have 
to servo time in Jail. 


Rave, of German extraction, used 


to tease his mind with the study of 
socialism and other forms of politic-' 
al action to raise tho economical so- 
cial status of tho laboring family, 
but he is now cinvinccd that birth 
control is the ultimate basis solution 
for the problems. Being of a metho- 
odical and earnest nature, he spends 
part of his time when work Is slack 
in distributing Mrs. Sanger's pamph- 
let among 
those whom ho thinks

Recollections Of AppJetonions 


And Others 


Copt. Heinexnann Recalls Memories 


By Edward P. Humphrey 


Noticing in The Post-Crescent a 


few vreekav ago that Capt. Fred 
Heinemann 
had 
celebrated 
his 


eighty-eighth birthday.' I wrote him 
a note felicitating him *pon it. and 
in reply received an acknowledg- 
ment, written in the same copper- 
plate handwriting I remembered so 
well from the years long ago when 
Capt. Heinemann was a frequent 
contributor to the editorial columns 
ot The Post. By "copper-plate" I do 
not mean "Spencerian," for the cap- 
tain's handwriting does not resem- 
ble that at all. It is distinctly unlike 
any other I am familiar with, but 
"copper-plate" In the qualities of be- 
ing graceful, unvarying in the for- 
mation of the tetters and extremely 
easy to read. I was pleased^to see 
that despite Capt. Heinemann's ad- 
vanced age, his handwriting was as 
unshaken as in the long ago. and 
that he expressed himself with the 
same, clearness and facility. 


Before January^ 
1900, when The 


Post moved into the present Post 
building, the newspaper was dom- 
iciled in the second story over the 
two buildings next west, of the old 
First National Bank building, which 
buildings were 
owned by Herman 


"Bissing, one of them being occupied 
by the Bissing shoe store. The stair- 
way to the second story, doubt less as 
now, 
was between the two buildings 


and i pon getting to the top of it one 
found himself in a s—.all square hall 
from which doors opened to the ed- 
itorial and work rooms. The Post's 
editorial and business office was in 
the front room over the west store, 
and the -^responding room over the 
east store, not being needed by The 
Post, was rented 
to Capt. 
Heine- 


mann. The captain therefore \\as 
our closest neighbor and very speed- 
ily a community of interest sprang 
up. The Post 
was a Republican 


newspaper, quite 
violently so in 


those days, and 
Capt. Heinemann 


was a Republican but disposed to 
express his political beliefs less vio- 
lently, and perhaps therefore more 
convincingly, than Aleck and Tom 
Reid. Anyhow, the Reids soon came 
to value his opinion 
on political 


matters, and it 
resulted that - he 


made frequent contributions to The 
Post's editorial columns, the matter 
appearing in the : ime form as the 
editorial expressions of the Reids 
themselves. At first these commun- 
ications were submitted to the Reids 
for approval before being sent to the 
composing- room, but later on. as- 
sured of the 
acceptability of his 


communications, the captain often 
took them out and hung them on 
the copybook himself. 


These recollections, suggested by 


Capt. ^Heinemann's 
handwriting, 


would not be completed without ref- 
erence to the captain's facility as a 
poet. Unlike Senator Kennedy, the 
captain never 
made the slightest 


claim to harboring or being possess- 
ed of what Tom Reid used to call 
the "divine afflatus." Quite to the 
contrary, he' maintained that "any 
one could write poetry," provided he 
governed the writing by certain es- 
tablished and easily understood rules 
—in other words, that no special 
genius was needed. Without stop- 
ping to discuss the merits of this 
contention, I am here to state that 
Capt Heinemann did write poetry 
that scanned and rhymed as well as 
any in the language. Some of his 
poems appeared in The Post, and if 
I recall correctly his poetic efforts 
frequently enriched the programs of 
divers public occasions. 


In his recent letter Capt. Heine- 


mann mentioned that not long be- 
fore writing it he had spent an af- 


ternoon with Capt. John M. Baer. 
"stirring up the coal and ashes of 
the days gone by." This recalled to 
me the first time I heard the name 
of John M. Baer. It was in the poli- 
tical campaign preceding the elec- 
tion of November, 1SS7. when Capt. 
Baer was a candidate for the office 
of register of deeds of Outagamle 
county. Up to that time, although 
he had held some small public of- 
fices, he was principally known as a 
farmer. Though afterwards a Demo- 
crat. Capt. Baer at that time was a 
Republican, and his candidacy was 
upon the Republican ticket. Natur- 
ally T:.C Post was "for" him. and af- 
ter his nomination Aleck Reid wrote 
an editorial a cohimn in length set- 
ting out his qualifications for the of- 
fice to which he aspired, and In con- 
clusion pleading lor the election of 
•'John 'M. Baer. 
the 
horny-handed 


yeoman of Black Creek!" 


Jn his letter to mo Capt. Heine- 


mann. commenting upon his visit 
with C-r>t. Baer, remarked that vet- 
erans who saw as much service in 
(he civil war as he and Capt. Baer, 
were coming to be rare birds in Ap- 
pleton. The last few years have, in- 
deed taken heavy toll. Not long ago 
I noticed in the Post-Crescent that 
Dennis Mcidam. one of the old vet- 
erans, had i^assed to his reward, and 
this recalled to my mind that he was 
one of the men of my acquaintance 
who 
always seemed 
to me to be 


ageless. I can't remember the time 
when I didn't know Dennis Meidam. 
Perhaps during the lait nine years 
that 1 have been away from Apple- 
ton Dennis came to "show his age." 
but certr.Jnly so long as I knew him. 
which must have been hard on to 
half a century, 
he always looked 


and seemed 
the same, 
and I had 


come to think of him as a man who 
always would look the same 
and 


never would be subject to the infirm- 
ities of &ge. Partly I think this .was 
due to his erect, 
spare figure, his 


bronzed face, his alert movements 
and cheery laugh. 


Another of my "ageless" men was 


William Lamuro of Buchanan. Wil- 
liam 'Lanure took the Weekly Post 
and once a year came in to the office 
to pay his subscription. On many of 
these occasions I attended to him. 
He also was erect, ^tall and thin, 
with smooth. 
bronzed face 
and 


prominent but unwrinkled features. 
I still vividly remember my stupe 
faction when he told me he was born 
in 1S29 and was 
then seventy-five 


years of age—I had guessed him at 
fifty or a trifle more. Ho had lived 
on the same 
farm near 
Darboy 


since, as I recall it, 1836, when he 
said there were 
only one or two 


neighbors nearer than Green Bay. 
Think of that for pioneering! 


Now that we are on this subject I 


might say that seeir.g in Tho Post- 
Crescent not long ago that A. W. 
Priest had celebrated 
his eightieth 


birthday, brought to my mind the 
story, which 1 do not believe Mr. 
Priest will object to my relating, of 
a certain morning I think eighteen 
years previously, when George Kul', 
who was then 
local editor of The 


Post, came Into the office from one 
of his news-collecting visits to the 
street', and 
laughingly told 
me 


about meeting "Al" Priest, and that 
"Al" had told him that day was 
his 
sixty-second birthday, "and" 


said George, "he's worried to death 
for fear he's going to die of old age 
right away, when we all know he's 
as sound as a nut!" Obviously, as 
proven by his recent passing of his 
eightieth 
milestone, 
Mr. Priest's 


fears were unfounCsrl. and doubtless 
he is less concerned about the future 
now than he was then.

labeled "Empire grown" or "for- 
eign," as the case may be. 


The milions of pounds spent in the 


"buy British goods" campaign has 
resulted in a preference of Empire 
grown products over foreign grown 
commodities and therefore any tea 
labeled "foreign" would be under an 
obvious disadvantage In the British 
market. 


When it is considered that by far 


the larger portion of the British tea 
trade deals in tea that is blended by 
old, all-British firms from empire 
grown and foreign teas the rub be> 
comes apparent. Such tea would 
have to be labeled "empire and for- 
eign grown," and this, the blenders 
assert would give a minority of the 
British tea trade dealing in strictly 
empire grown teas a great commer- 
cial advantage. 


The tea trade dispute has drawn 


attention to the enormous growth 
of the business during the last half 
century or so. In 1S67 the records 
show that the consumption of tea 
in Great Britain was just below 111.- 
500,00 came from China and the bal- 
ance from India. Nov, some sixty- 
one years later, the annual consump- 
tion is 416,00,000 pounds, 
Of this 


amount India and Ceylon contributes 
annually 342,000,000 pounds of em- 
pire grown tea, while the 
Dutch 


East Indies 
sends in 
Cl.000,000 


pounds of foreign grown and China 
and other foreign producers manage 
to dispose of 13,000,000 pounds in 
the British market. 


It would seem, from these official 


figures, that the British tea grower 
has little to fc-ar from foreign com- 
petition, but it is a fact that British 
imports of Java and Sumatra teas 
are creeping up, and it is these teas 
that the British growers wish to be 
labeled "foreign." Expert observers 
say that no menace to British in- 
dustry is seen in the importation of 
China teas.

The department of commerce op- 


erates the direction finding radio 
beacons and sends weather 
broad- 


casts and safety massages to aid pi- 
lots on the civil airways. Govern- 
ment officials and operators of the 
air transport lines are agreed that 
the department should continue this 
work. The big problem of the com- 
mission Is the adoption of a defin- 
te policy In the granting of licenses 
'or communication stations on these 
airways. 


Aeronautical companies, communi- 


cation companies and private organ- 
izations allied with the aviation in 
dustry have applied 
for aircraft 


channels. Many of these applications 
lave been for radio stations at the 
same landing field and many dif- 
fer widely In the frequency request- 
ed. 


Capt, S. C. Hooper, director of na- 


val communications, advises that 
there bs only one radio station at an 
airport and that there be no rival j ' 
stations in the same general vicin- 
ity. He advocates that one general 
utility company own and operate 
the stations.

Is Krentor 
or less according to the amount of 
iron in its body, and his findings in- 
dicate that the same factor governs 
Us ability to utilize oxygen In wa- 
ter. 


The'Kcup. -he found. Is not affect- 


ed by the amount of oxygen In tho 
water until the oxygqn falls below 
30 por cent of normal, but It dies 
quickly if tho amount Is reduced be- 
low that point. The toad flab, on thv 
other hand, reduces its rate of re- 
spinitiun steadily us the amount of 
oxygen declines from 100 por coiit 
to 0, and it can live two days with- 
out any oxygen at nil. 


Attempting a similar experiment 


with mackerel, he discovered that 
it cannot breathe nt nil, f-ven in wa- 
ter containing tho greatest possible 
amount of oxygen, unless It \n mov- 
ing forward. That, he suggests prob- 
ably has some bearing on the migra- 
tion habits of this fish.

SCORNS LANDING 


STAGES ON SEAS 


C l a i m s Trans - oceanic 


Flights Will Embody Few 
Dangers in Future 


New York — C/P)— A hero of the 


seas has pinned his faith to trans- 
oceanic flying:. 
Capt. George Fried, skipper of the 


America and rescuer of the Flor- 
ida and the Antinoe shipwreck vie- 
tims. believes the next few years 
•will see established services for pas- 
senger and light freight. 


Captains Fried calls it "overseas 


flyine" and believes that with the 
rapid development of aircraft and 
the radio a trip across the Atlantic 
will embody few more dangers than 
»a similar trip by steamer. 


"The multiple-motored airplane ap- 


pears to be the practicable meth- 
od. Dirigibles seem more difficult to 
handle and more easily influence"! 
by the elements. I think four motors 
would be the best equipment, with 
the ship able to carry on with two 
motors out of commission." he says. 


Landing stages are impracticable 


and unnecessary, believes the man 
who has weathered 
some of 
the 


worst storms of the North Atlantic. 


"An ideal route would be aloim 


the steamship lanes to the Azores."' 
he says. "A plane Hopping off from 
New York could make the long jump 
to the Azores, re-fuel there and car- 
ry on to Paris without any great 
difficulty. I scarcely believe a landing 
stage would stand up in mid-ocean, 
and I doubt that a pilot :ould pick 
up so tiny a spot in the ocean's 
expanse. 


Captain Fried puts his trust In ra- 


dio beacons as aids to navigation for 
steamship and airplane. With bea- 
cons established at strategic points 
he says, it would be possible for a pi- 
lot to' keep his course even In the 
thickest fog. 
"A beacon on the 
Azores." 
he 


says, "would be sufficient guide for 
a pilot. He need only set his nose in 
the direction from which the beacon 
sounds loudest. Eventually and bar- 
ring mechanical troubles he would 
pick up the islands. Beacons from 
other points could "be used to fix hi.s 
positions and enable him to calcul- 
ate his speed at all times. 


"Even when it is perfected I do 


not look for overseas flying to in- 
terfere seriously with shipping. Air 
lines will provide an express service 
—say 48 hours from New York to 
Paris — but there must always be 
shipping to care for heavy freight 
and passengers in no particular hur- 


"Wireless and telegraph facilities 


provide for rapid transportation of 
messages, but mail trains still must 
be run. So the sea captain need not 
start looking for another job just 
yet." 
These developments are not for 


the immediate future. Captain Fried 
believes. Aircraft design is not suf- 
ficiently far along to warrant an at- 
tempt at regular service yet. But 
the man who has followed the sea 
since early boyhood expects to live 
to see great planes winging from 
east to west and back again on reg- 
ular schedule. 
"There will be accidents," he con- 


cluded. "There are accidents to ship- 
pins. But I look for 
comparative 


safety of operation and speed of 
service."
